A Full-Time family Court Commissioner 


In trying to combine the positions of 


county corporation counsel and family 
court commissioner, the county personnel 
committee is playing a childish hoax on the 
citizens of Outagamie County. 


While pretending to take a step for- 


ward, the committee is taking county 
government another giant step backward. 


We would guess that the county board 


and the citizens of the county will not let 
the personnel committee get away with it. 


For a number of weeks now, welfare 


mothers and social workers and other 
concerned citizens have been letting their 
grievances be known about the gross 
inadequacies of the divorce system in 
Outagamie County and inability of the 
;county to collect support payments from 
delinquent fathers. 


About 50 aggrieved persons showed up 


lit a county board committee meeting not 
many weeks ago to make known their 
plight. And that is more people than have 
attended any county meeting of any kind in 
a good number of years. 


At that meeting top county officials 


admitted there are severe problems and 
impliedly promised to do something about 
it. 


In this whole problem area, the sorest 


spot is the lack of resources in the family 


court commissioner's office. That office can 
do the most to alleviate the problems of so 
many people in the county, if only it has 
the staff, the time and the resources. 


It is'the statutory responsibility of the 


family court commissioner to see that 
divorced men make their support pay- 
ments, and use the courts to do so. 
Likewise it is within the power of the 
commissioner to insure a more just and 
humane process of divorce, investigating 
conditions that will affect the future of the 
children ?'•"! fighting for their future, 
exploring the possibilities for reconcilia- 
tion, insuring that support payments are 
equitable, and guaranteeing that the best 
decision on custody is made. 


The county, of course, already has a 


corporation .counsel. And the 
qualities 


required by that job are wholly different 
from those required in the commissioner's 
job. So by combining the existing part-time 
position of family court commissioner with 
that of the corporation counsel, the county 
in effect will be losing something, instead 
of gaining. 


What we really need, at the very 


minimum, is a separate and lull - time 
family court commissioner along with a full- 
time corporation counsel.

A Madison clergyman of liberal political 


persuasion told his congregation a few days 
ago that Gov. Knowles owes to his 
constituents a greater effort in persuading 
the legislature to endorse and enact his 
additional public assistance expenditure 
proposals. The minister evidently felt that 
the governor's direct powers were not 
sufficient, for he stipulated 
that Mr. 


Knowles should embark upon a statewide 
stumping lour, thereupon arousing the 
body politic to put pressure upon the 
dubious senators and assemblymen. 


The Rev. Mr. Gaebler has not been as 


observant as a man who occupies his 
vantage point and who holds his political 
views probably ought to be. 


We cannot remember a governor who 


has tried with more energy, conviction, and 
patience, in repeated 
public 
speeches, 


statements, messages to the legislature, 
public documents, news conferences, and 
travels among his constituents throughout 
Wisconsin, to persuade the legislature to 
his point of view on this question. 


If there is any person in the state not 


yet aware of the troubles the governor has 
encountered on this subject, he is obviously 
inattentive and indifferent. Some of those 
who are not responding, we may speculate 
logically, also tend to disagree with Mr.

In any event, there is no real showing 


that the people of Wisconsin are decisively 
convinced about the merits of either 
position 
in Madison — that of 
the 


legislature, and notably the fiscally cau- 
tious assembly, or that of the governor. 


The noisy demonstrations, for example, 


against Mr. Shabaz and Mr. Merkel of 


Waukesha County, have not budged them. 
Nor have they had any perceptible effect 
upon public opinion on the whole, perhaps 
because the governor himself has recently 
certified that the angry disputation heard 
over so many weeks involves an exceeding- 
ly minor retrenchment in state welfare 
expenditures. One penny per dollar in the

striking amount of snuswking for an extra- 
ordinarily small result, as the Chinese sage 
who equated the science of taxation with 
the art of plucking the goose with the least 
amount of protest from the bird might 
have put it. 


If these angry persons genuinely have

As the Russians and Chinese cautiously 


begin conversations aimed at reducing the 
chances for even more serious conflicts 
along their common border, economists are 
wondering what effect 
a renewal

relations will have upon world trade. 


In the 1950s, China became extremely 


reliant upon the Soviet Union. In 1959 the 
Russians exported $954.6 million worth of 
goods to China and bought more than $1.1 
billion worth from China. In contrast the 
total trade between the two in 1968 was less 
than 5 per cent of the 1959 figures. 


But the Chinese were severely handi- 


capped when then Premier Khrushchev 
ordered Russian technicians to leave China 
and they took a lot of blueprints and know- 
how with them, at least according to the 
Chinese. It seems likely that whatever 
better relations come about between the 
two maior rornnunist countries, the Chi- 
nese will not again become so dependent. 


In the 1960s, China turned increasingly

trade. Last year China bought more than 
$325 million worth of goods from Japan 
while selling $225 million worth to Japan. 
A number of non-Communist countries 
have also been doing more than $100 
million worth of business with China in the 
last few years. They include Britain, West 
Germany, France, Canada, Italy and Aus- 
tralia, all of whom are allied with the 
United States in one or more treaty 
arrangements. President Nixon has now 
opened the door to American-Chinese trade 
a sliver by permitting American tourists in 
the Far East to bring back Chinese-made 
goods.

Perhaps the proposal sug- 


gests me legitimacy of repeti- 
tion in such matters, for this 
reporter had supposed that 
the frequency of his commen- 
taries over the years about the 
logic and the promise of a 
single board of higher educa- 
tion might make another dis- 
cussion of his views tiresome. 


Putting it as simply as 


possible, a long-time observer 
of state affairs cannot avoid 
the conclusion that a separa- 
tion of rule in publicly sup- 
ported higher education is as 
illogical as would, for ex- 
ample, be the division of 
elementary schools, and junior 
high schools, and senior high 
schools, into separate entities 
with separate local boards of 
education ruling over them. 


It is some corroboration, 


perhaps, thai the first Kellett 
report in 1965 (considering 
questions of efficiency of gov- 
ernmental operations) arrived 
at the same conclusion. That 
the general governmental re- 
organization recommendations 
of the second Kellett task 
force, enacted in 1967, omitted 
any proposals on higher educa- 
tion is not readily explained. 
HALF A STEP TAKEN 


Perhaps the governor and 


the others responsible for or- 
ganizing the studies that led to 
the reshuffling and functional 
cpntralization of most of the 
rest of the state administra- 
linn believed that including 
higher education within the 
task force's mandate would be 
giving it too great a task.

Both of them spoke 
with a keen recoiledion of the 
bitter fight about such a plan 
in 1955, when it was espoused 
by the administration then in 
power, and the compromise 
that led to the Coordinating 
Committee for Higher Educa- 
tion as a kind of supervising 
and control agency. Thus, 
Wisconsin has already taken 
at least half a step. It should 
not be difficult to complete me 
unification. 
NEW OBJECTIONS 


But it is only realistk and 


fair to note that there are 
some highly dubious opinions 
among respectable authorities. 
One man who has had some 
exposure to the policy-making 
function in higher education 
recently objected in a letter to 
the enormous volume of work 
that would descend upon a 
single board. 


He also noted apprehensively 


what he called "the power that 
would be concentrated in the 
single board," and predicted 
that many persons aware of 
what the two systems can do 
individually in prying tax 
money out of the legislature 
take fright at the prospect 
that they may become a 
coalition force. 


Yet, those obpections are not 


quite convincing. Both univer- 
sity system have grown five to 
10 fold in size since this 
reporter was a student. But 
their boards have managed to 
accommodate themselves. Stu- 
dent body totals do not necesar- 
ily relate to policy. 


As for the prospect that a 


single entity ruling the huge 
program, now involving some- 
thing like 130,000 students with 
a quarter of a million parents, 
and perhaps 5,000 to 6,000 
faculty and administrators, the 
budgeting process is already 
integrated under the CCHE— 
if it is performing its task. 


The fact is that the CCHE is 


not yet the effective instru- 
ment that was designed, in 
part because it doesn not have 
the public recognition or pres- 
tige of the boards of regents 
nominally subject to it.

areas. If we are our brother's 
keeper, then food and housing 
an» the first necessities.

The poor and the mi- 
nority groups. But some of his 
methods are hard to under- 
stand. At the moment it is 
hard to know if Father Groppi 
controls his followers or if 
they control him.
